” At firstly, I changed the date on Page 2, at line 4, pur- 
suant to our conversation, to reflect the correct date as 
being October 13, 1978. 


In addition, as we discussed, I am concerned as to signing 
approval as to form or content of the Order in its present 
form, in that the Order states that the Court's denial of 
the Motion for Change of Venue was limited to the reasons 
contained in Plaintiff's Points and Authorities filed with 
the Court.
